In past years many’ .30 caliber 
Springfield 1903 and Enfield 1917 
rifles have been purchased from 
the Government by sportsmen in 
this country and may have been 
radically altered so that it no long­ 
er would be practical to refit them 
to military standards. In order to 
prevent needless shipping of those 
guns the War Department direct­ 
ed owners to take their rifles to 
the Ordnance Officer at the n ear-; 
cst Army’ post for a preliminary 
examination before stopping them 
to the Ordnance Depots specified 
as receiving points. It is believed 
that with the number of examin­ 
ing experts increased by’ the 
re­ 
cognition of the NRA officials sev­ 
eral thousand additional rifles will 
be turned 
in by 
persons 
not 
handy’ to an Army post or who 
have no means of transportation. 
The Association disclosed 
that 
there apparently* had been some 
misunderstanding among gun own­ 
ers as to what use would be made 
of the rifles turned in. As far as 
can be determined from the War 
Department they will be used only 
by’ American troops.

Extra Sugar 
Now Allowed 
For Canning 


Revised regulations were receiv­ 
ed by the Warren County Ration­ 
ing Board today concerning the 
rationing of sugar for the purpose 
of canning or 
preserving 
fresh 
fruits for home consumption. 
Under the new' ruling, one pound 
of sugar per year wall be allowed 
to each person of a family unit for 
use in preparing preserves, jams, 
jellies or fruit butters. 
In con­ 
nection with the canning of fresh 
fruits, sugar certificates shall be 
granted to a family unit calling 
for an amount not to exceed one 
pound per four quarts of finished 
canned fruit. 
Applications for such sugar shall 
be made to the rationing board at 
Room 407, Warren National Bank 
building, on OPA Form R-315 by 
the member of the 
family 
unit 
authorized to register 
for 
War 
Ration Book Number One. 
The 
applicant 
shall 
present 
to 
the 
board 
names 
of 
consumers 
on 
whose behalf the application is 
hied; the actual quantity of fruit, 
in quarts, canned in the preceding 
calendar 
year, 
the 
number 
of 
quarts of fruit then in the posses­ 
sion of the individual or family 
unit 
applying, 
the 
number 
of 
quarts of fruit to be canned dur­ 
ing the period for W'hich the ap­ 
plication is being made, and the 
excess sugar supply on hand at the 
time of registration. 
The 
wrar 
ration stamp books for all mem­ 
bers of the family unit must be 
presented for endorsement at the 
time the application for a certifi­ 
cate for sugar for canning is filed. 
Any quantity of sugar already 
allowed for home canning shall be 
deducted from the allowance be­ 
ing granted . 
If sugar allowed under this rul­ 
ing is not used during the period 
for which it w’as allowed, the in­ 
dividual m aking the application 
shall within 30 days after the ex­ 
piration of such period, notify the 
Board to that effect. 
Such noti­ 
fication shall be made by the per­ 
son registering for the family unit. 
If a certificate is issued but not 
used, it shall be returned to the 
board for cancellation. 
This change in the original rul­ 
ings will be welcomed by most 
Warren county fam ilies whose cus­ 
tom it is to can fresh fruits for 
winter use, and who w'ould have 
been severely handicapped if the 
plan, as originally outlined in the 
sugar rationing program, had been 
followed.

Sow Perennial Flowers 
Before Hot Summer Days 


Gardeners who plan to grow per­ 
ennials from seed this year, and 
every gardener should do so, xviii 
have an easier time of it if they 
xx'ill soxv in M ay instead of waiting 
until June or later. 
When summ ers are hot and dry it 
is often quite a task to get seeds to 
germ inate in June, and seedling 
plants m ust be gix’en extra atten­ 
tion at that tim e to keep from be­ 
ing scorched to death. 
In April and May, however, we 
usually ha\*e cool, m oist xx’eather 
which hastens germination and is 
fax’orable to the young plants. Many 
of the poasnnals germinate best in 
cool weather. Delphiniums, for ex­ 
ample, grow best in a tem perature 
of 40 degrees. 
When seeds are soxvn in April or 
early May the seedlings should be 
transplanted in July so that they 
ha\'c room to dex’elop into sturdy 
plants. They will be large enough 
by fall to be planted in the border 
where they ara to groxe. 
There is no garden operation 
which saves m oney faster than 
growing 
one’* 
own 
perennials. 
When plants are purchased they are 
relatix’ely e x p e n s e because of the 
long growing period, the intensix-e 
care they hax’e had and the large 
percentage of loss. 
Plants ha\*e 
nex’er been groxxn successfully in 
large scale operations because of 
the lim ited ara* over which they 
can be distributed satisfactorily and 
the high cost of packing such frag­ 
ile subjects for shipment. The gar­ 
dener xvho grows his own pays only 
for the seed. The task of caring 
for the plants and obserx’ing their

growth is a fascinating recreation, 
if he is a true garden fan. 
Among the perennials with xx'hich

liam s, x’cronica spicata and violas. 
Take a secluded and protected 
spot in the vegetable garden for a 
seedbed. 
Be as careful about pre­ 
paring the soil as if it were to be 
put in a flat. 
Plant perennials in 
rows, 
like 
vegetables, 
labeling 
each roxx*. Thin out carefully to the 
proper distances apart in the row’.
